With standing room at a premium, 
an dafter hundreds had been turned 
away from the already filled, house, a 
great audience heard 
William J e n­ 
nings 
Bryan, ex-Secretary of State 
and th ree times a candidate for Pres­ 
ident of the United States, deliver his 
address on temperance in Dixon last 
night. 
The Silver-tongued Bryan, always 
eloquent, a great speaker, had a sub­ 
ject to inspire him last night, and he 
delivered an address which 
should 
have been heard by every citizen of 
Dixon. 
H. L. Fordham, president of the 
local dry organization, presided. Rev. 
E. C. Lumsden offered the invocation. 
Col. W. B. Brlnton introduced 
Col. 
Bryan and in so doing stated that he 
had been on both sides of the wet and 
dry question himself and felt justified 
In saying something on the subject. 
Brlnton Is Dry. 
Col. Brintoif said that he had 
no 
criticism to offer any citizen of Dixon 
who believed Dixon 
should go wet, 
but that personally 
he was of 
the 
opinion that Dixon is better off dry 
and that he believed the best inter­ 
ests of the city would be served 
if 
Dixon remained dry. 
He also said 
that when it was announced that Col. 
Bryan would be a guest at his home, 
his telephone rang all day with offers 
from thoughtful people who offered 
to supply him with grape-juice for his 
guest. 
The 
noted 
Nebraska 
statesman 
opened his remarks by observing that 
he was afraid that it was a mistake 
for him to come to Dixon to speak, 
because he did not believe he 
was 
needed here. He gave three reasons. 
The first was that Dixon, already dry, 
was very unlikely to go back to the 
wet column after trying the dry sys­ 
tem. Second, that the newspapers o! 
Dixon were on the right side of 
the 
question, 
which he regarded 
as 
a 
great influence for good and, third, 
that he knew the speakers who 
had 
preceded him in Dixon and that they 
had covered the ground very 
thor­ 
oughly. 
Mr. Bryan asked his audience 
to 
stand a moment in silent prayer for 
the men of the allied armies who are 
holding the battle line in Europe. He 
urged the fullest support 
for 
the 
president and congress of the United 
States, and put in a word for tho Lib­ 
erty Loan. War Savings Stamps and 
Certificates, and all other forms 
of 
war relief work and 
subscriptions. 
He characterized the Liberty Bond as 
“ The best investment 
in the world 
today” and asked that it he oversub­ 
scribed. He said that “ The quickest 
road to peace is the 
road 
straight 
ahead, with no division among 
the 
American people.” 
Mr. Bryan said that the overthrow 
of the saloons in America would con­ 
tribute largely to the support of the 
nation. 
He said that his remarks were not 
addressed to the ladies in the audi- 
.ence, for he thought it would be a re­ 
flection upon a woman 
to intimate 
that she would take the side of the 
that he could count on every mother 
in Dixon to vote against allowing the 
saloons to come hack and curse and 
disgrace this city. 
But. he said that men are not yet 
up to the level of the women on this 
subject. 
Mr. Bryan said that 
alcohol is 
a 
poison and weakens the physical and 
mental and menaces the moral man. 
and that he was certain 
this state­ 
ment 
was true, and 
if true, 
there 
could be no defense for the manufac­ 
ture or sale of intoxicating liquor. 
Speaking from a Christian sta nd ­ 
point, he said God never made a nor­ 
mal hum a n brain that needed alcohol 
to stimulate it. 
God never made a 
man strong enough to be sure 
he 


tian man has money to spend on in­ 
toxicants when th ere 
are so many 
uses for his money 
in the further-! 
ance of Christianity. 
Mr. Bryan stated that there is no 
argum ent on the liquor question be­ 
cause there are two 
sicjes to 
the 
question The great corporations draw 
the line on the man who drinks. The 
saloons are no good to the town. The 
signboards put up by the Chamber of 
Commerce of the cities 
of the land 
list the schools and the churches and 
factories and everything that did the 
city good and drew people there, but 
he never heard of a signboard that 
listed the num ber of saloons in a city. 
Often they recorded the fact 
that 
there were no saloons. 
The speaker said that the old argu­ 
ment that saloons were good 
for 
a 
town was an exploded fallacy. If the 
saloons are good, why tax them? Why 
discriminate against them? 
When a man wants to open a butch­ 
er shop or a harness shop or a cloth­ 
ing store in a town, Mr. Bryan said, 
the townspeople meet him writh open 
arms, and he can sell his goods 
to 
anybody, and keep open any hours he 
likes, and he does not have to pay a 
license to run liis business. But when 
a man wants to open a sa:oon rn 
a 
town he is met at the city limits and 
told 
that he will have to pay high 
damage taxes, 
to help pay for 
the 
damage be will do, and must pay it In 
cash, quarterly, in advance. And even 
then he will not be treated like other 
merchants. He must not open until a 
certain time in the m orning and must 
close at a certain hour at night.

cannot sell to anyone under age or 
over drunk.

Paris, March 28 .- -General Pershing called on General 
Foch at headquarters, yesterday, according to LTnforma- 
tion, and placed at his disposal the whole resources of the 
American army for employment in the battle now in 
progress. 
“I come,” Llnform ation quotes General Pershing as 
sa y ing , “to say to you that the American people 
wo uld 
ho ld it a great honor for our troops to engage in the pres­ 
ent battle. I ask it of you in my name and that of the 
American people.” 
General Foch placed General Pershing’s offer before 
the council at the front, LTnformation says. 


French Held Heavj Attacks 
Paris, March 29 .—Violent fighting continued last eve­ 
ning and last night in the region of Montdidier, the war 
office announced today. In spite of German counter at­ 
tacks the French held on to the villages which they took 
yesterday in this region, 
Monchel was taken by French troops. 


Sto pped Germa n Thrust 
North of Montdidier French and British troops held 
up the German thrust. The German losses have been ex­ 
tremely heavy. 


Atta ck Under Smo ke ( lo ud 
The Germans are employing a new method of attack, 
the most conspicuous feature of which is smoke cloud 
camouflage, under cover of which successive waves of 
attacking forces advance. 
The result of these tactics usually is that the first 
wave is almost entirely wiped out. 


Offensiv e ( o v ers 7 0 -Mile Fro nt 
The great battle is now raging over a front of more 
than 70 miles. This extension of the line has increased the 
number of German reserves engaged. Although thus far 
no decisive success has been obtained anywhere there is 
increased confidence here.

WATCH FLIGHT OF 
DOVE AT EASTER 


Florentines Hav e an Odd Custom 
Which Is Said to Commemo­ 


rate the Deeds cf a Knight in 


the Days of the Crusades. 
A 


CURIOUS custom prevails in 
Florence at Easter In the flight 
of the Dove. 
Its origin Is ob ­ 
scure, b ut the Rev. S. Baring- 
Gould, who has well describ ed it in 
his “In Troub adour Land.” says that 
it Is alleged b y some to commemorate 
the deeds of a Florentine knight, who, 
in the crusade led 
b y 
Godfrey de 
Bouillon, was the first to climb the 
walls of Jerusalem and set upon them 
the b anner of the Cross. 
This knight 
then sent b ack the news of the re­ 
covery of the Holy Sepulcher to Flor­ 
ence b y a carrier pigeon, and so it was 
the first city in Europe to hear the 
good tidings. 
The carro, a huge b lack structure 
on wheels, is garlanded with flowers, 
and covered 
with 
fireworks. 
It 
is 
drawn in{£ the Cathedral square b y 
white oxen, also decked out with flow­ 
ers. 
Then the 
following 
ceremony 
takes place. 
A rope is extended from 
the carro to a pole which is set up in 
the choir of the Duorao, b efore the 
high altar, right up the whole length 
of the nave. 
Upon the rope, dose to 
the pole, is perched a white plaster 
dove. 
A.t the stroke of twelve, while 
the Easter eve Mass Is in progress, “a 
match is applied to n fusee, and in­ 
stantly the white dove flies along the 
rope, pouring forth a tail of fire, down 
the nave, out at the west gate, over 
the heads of the crowd, reaches the 
carro, ignites a fusee there, turns, and, 
still propelled b y Its fiery tall, whizzes 
along the cord again till it has reach­ 
ed its perch on the polo in the choir, 
when the fire goes out and it remains 
stationary. 
But in the meantime the 
match ignited b y the dove has com­ 
municated with the squib s and crack­ 
ers attached to the carro, and the 
whole mass of palnied wood and flowr- 
ers is enveloped in fire and smoke, 
from which issue sheets of flame and 
b md detonations. Meamvhtfo Mnsy is 
b eing sung 
composedly 
within 
the 
choir as though nothing were happen­ 
ing without. 
The fireworks continue 
to explode for ab out a q uarter of an 
hour, and then the great garlanded 
oxen, white, with huge horns, ure re­ 
voked to the carro, and it is drawn 
away.” 
The flight of the dove is watched 
with keen attention and interest b y 
the peasants, for from its style of 
flight they augur a variety of future 
happenings. 
Thus, if the b ird sails 
along easily without jerks they say 
the summer will b e fine; while if it 
goes sluggishly, and makes frequent 
b aits, they presage storms, late frosts, 
hail, and, as a consequence, b ad crops.

his spirit and profiteers of his warlik e plans, are with him. 


But what will the common people of Germany say when the present 


German drive is over, and is found to be a failure, and perhaps a half a 


millio n Germans have been sacrificed in the attem pt? 
W hat will Germ an 


fa thers and m others and wives have 
to say when the drive is over and the 


o bjectiv e no t attained— and they learn tha t their men were left lying dead 
in the swampy mud flats of notrhern France? 


It seems as though the German people m ust soon come to k now the 


ka iser for w hat he is, a betrayer of his people and a traitor to the F a the r­ 


land, for he has plunged them into bloody w ar w ithout a cause or reason 


ex cept his own aggrandizem ent, and w ithout a goal except m ore power for 


the Hohenzollern family. 
If the war were won w hat prize would the Ger­ 


man people be aw arded? 
None. 
W hat was left of the arm ies would be 


driv en back to slave in the fields and factories on starvation wages, to start 


the eterna l task of paying war debts and recuperating the em pire’s ruined 


co mmerce. 
If the Germ ans won the w ar the only G erm ans who would 


benefit by it ^vould be a few dissolute and m entally incom petent m em bers 


o f the so -called Royal family, who would be placed as puppet rulers over 


captured states and municipalities, and a close corporation of m ilitary 
chiefs and war and m unition m anufacturers. 


And the k aiser, the m urd erer of millions, b etrayer of a nation, has 


drenched half the world with the blood of his own people to gain this. 


The wo nder of It Is tha t the German people, deluded, flattered, lied to 


as they were, have failed to see it and have not risen up in their m ight and 


wiped the Hohenzollerns, the von H indenburgs, the Ludendorffs, von Tir- 


pitze, the K rupp stock holders, and all the rest of those who represent 


Prussia n m ilitarism , from the face of the earth. 


But there is no com prehending the Germ an mind. 
It has been de­ 


libera tely schooled and trained through generations for just this event.

If the k aiser should win, he would be proclaim ed the w rld’s greatest 


ruler, but if he does not (and he will not), he will have two tribunals to 


a nswer for— the Allies and the German people. 


Love of peace and pity for his bleeding people will never influence the 


K aiser to stop the war. 


But the continued w astage of his troops against the im pregnable allied 


wall o f defense will weak en him at the front and at home, and every day 


tha t the big offensive continues sees the k aiser tha t m uch nearer the end 


o f his rope.

jpOOR South Dak ota went dry a year ago, and now' the state is thre a t­ 


ened with loss of an industry. 
Read this from the Aberdeen American, 
J . H. M cKeever’s paper: 


The population of the state penitentiary is falling off so fast tha t unless 


m ore men prisoners are sent there the tw ine plant will have to be shut 
down in another year or two for lack of labor. 


Even this year, the output could be very m aterially increased if there 
w ere as many men within the walls as in years gone by. 


T here is an argum ent for state prohibition on the word of the w arden 
of the big prison at Sioux Falls, Dr. C. G. Redfield: 


Our population has fallen off 20 per cent In the last year,” said Dr. 


Redfield and it continues to drop a t a ratio of loss tha t is even greater. 


From March 1 to March 15, this year, we received only two men 


L ast year in the sam e period the new prisoners w ere 18 in num ber. 
At the 


present time we have only 178 men. 
I ’ll say, however, that they do a 


lot of work both sum m er and w inter. 
W e could profitably employ more 


m en in the tw ine plant now tha t we are running a night shift, but with the 


m en we have we are turning out 4,000,000 pounds of tw ine this season for 
sale to South Dak ota farm ers. 


‘‘Last sum m er we conducted an im m ense garden and out of the prod­ 


ucts raised there the institution has alm ost com pletely supported itself 


this winter. 
W e canned over 5,000 gallons of vegetables besides the field 


crops k ept In storage. 
At tim es 9 0 per cent of the prisoners were at work 


o utside of the walls of the prison. 
But four attem pts at escape were made 


in all tha t tim e and w ith the daily opportunity for untrustw orthy men to 
m ak e a break .” 


P rohibition is the cause of the lessened prison population in the opinion 


o f W arden Redfield. 
The falling off in prisoners cam e q uick ly upon the 


heels o f the enforcem ent of the state-w ide dry law. 


Perhaps the war has a small effect. 
Over in M innesota w here there is 


not prohibition the prison population has fallen off two per cent, so that 


Dr. Redfield believes It fair to credit state prohibtion with a reduction of 


18 per cent in the num b er of men prisoners in his charge.

T hese devotees, who, as a rule, 
live In the H oly L and from C hristm as 1 
to E aster, visiting all its sacred shrines 
and hallowed cities, bring m uch money ’ 
into th e country , also m erchandise for 
sale, hence th e failure of the pilg rim j 
visitors since the beg inning of the de­ 
vastating E uropean w a r h a s caused , 
unm itig ated suffering in Palestine. 
E arly in the m orning of P alm Sun­ 
day the p a triarch s of the above men­ 
tio ned C hristian sects g ive personally 
a g enuin e date-palm branch to any per­ 
so n who will come forw ard to th e offi­ 
ciatin g hierarch and accept it.

beautiful cerem ony takes place in the 
( athedral of the Holy Sepulcher in 
celebration of the trium phal entry of 
the Savior into Jerusalem .
